TI" IS APPARENT THAT RED 
China’s inner political turmoil 
has not been allowed to interfere 
avith-the’ scientists: who are rapidly 
pushing theix: country into the front 
rank of nuclear powers. 

Yesterday’s test explosion of a 
nuclear warhead in flight, the fifth 
detonation that China has achieved, 
apparently indicated marked pro- 
gress in nuclear techniques. It is 
obvious that the timetables pre- 
dicted by Western observers will be 
greatly shortened: China ~ should 
soon be on a production basis with 
its ultimate weapon. 

. News reports say that the test 
will result in protests from Japan 
and other nations. These can be for 
purposes of formal record only, for 
no one can seriously expect China, 
with the largest population in the 
world and an obsessive attitude of 
suspicion and enmity toward almost 
every other country, voluntarily to 
abandon its quest of The Bomb. 

The same motives. of vital de- 


fence that~ drove: Russia and-the- 


United States to perfect the hydro- 
gen weapon, and the same desire for 
national prestige that moved France 
to develop its own nuclear arma- 
ment, now urge China along the nu- 
clear path. Protests are wasted; 
what is wanted is a co-operative 
plan among the great powers of the 
world to control the use and spread 
of nuclear weapons—a plan which 
would try to induce China to partici- 
pate as one of a group of nuclear 


nations ‘ather than compete as an 
outlaw. 

The Chinese announcements 
make much of Peking’s determina- 
tion, never to be the first to use the 
bomb. That, of course, is every. nu- 
clear power’s avowed ‘intention. The 
test would come, not in some obvi- 
ous manner, but through the devious 
manoeuvres of megalomaniacal na- 
tional--leaders who would quickly 
find a reason to use the bomb if they 
thought it neeessary. Dictatorial 
regimes never lack evidence of in- 
vasion when they wish to counter- 
invade, and the same principle, we 
may be sure, will obtain in the use 
of the nuclear bomb. , 

Certainly more care would be 
observed in its use. There would be 
a cautious balancing of the benefits 
of surprise attack against the likeli- 
hood of retaliation, but the general 
principle no doubt would hold true. 
Even a small: nuclear strike in an 
Asian crisis could set off expanding 
chain reactions. 

The point is that the individual 
restraint of nuclear-bomb owners is 
not a sufficient guarantee that the 
world will be safe from this geno- 
cidal weapon. There must be effec- 
tive world control, restriction .and 
supervision. And we have hardly 
begun to move toward agreement 
on the principle and the structure 
of such control, much less to create 
a viable. organization that could 
offer Communist China a logical 

and attractive reason for joining. 


More Regulation Needed

Arthur Wishart said last week: - 


“Surely: it. must be recognized by 
everyone that no legislation can as- 
sure that ‘investors will never lose 
money.” = 


This is true, but it is question- 
able whether government is thus 
relieved of the responsibility to pro- 
vide the best possible legislation to 
minimize the risk of investors losing 
money through fraudulent or near- 
fraudulent actions of company 
officers.. The fact is that govern- 
ments purport to protect investors, 
through various regulatory bodies, 
and thus unwittingly provide a feel- 
ing of confidence that may not be 
warranted. In part this can happen 
in cases where the legislation for 
protection of investors is reasonably 
good while the administrative ap- 
paratus to back the legislation may 
be poorly directed or, as is often the 
case, understaffed: and unable. to 
cope with more than a small part 
of the irregularities which occur. 


Division of responsibility be- 
tween federal and provincial au- 
thorities has--hampered securities 
regulation since Confederation. 
Moves to co-ordinate’ and unify 
regulatory legislation and apparatus 
have taken place only in the last 
few years — and then ata snail's 
pace. In part this is a result of 
petty jurisdictional quarreling and 
in part the inability or unwilling- 
ness of politicians to recognize the 
vital importance of publi¢e confidence 
in the investment industry. 

Too often the effect of this js 


that responsibility is evaded, or, 
even more reprehensible, a clear 
duty is ignored. There is hardly ever 
a financial scandal in which storm 
signals are not apparent to reason- 
ably well-informed persons long be- 
fore the ultimate collapse. And yet 
it is seldom that responsible officials 
take action until it is too late. 

One of the greatest hazards 
faced by investors is the combina- 
tion of beliefs that not only are 
they protected by government legis- 
lation but also that there is a degree 
of safety in the self-regulation im- 
posed by the investment. industry 
itself. Industry self-regulation is 
pushed by its proponents as an al- 
ternative to interference by gov- 
ernment in private business. When 
the fierce competition of free mar- 
kets can be relied on to keep indus- 
trv honest, it works to a degree. But 
many factors in today’s economic 
life lessen the chances of self regula- 
tion in the public interest. 

Jn the investment. business most 
of the self-regulation ,is-carried out 
by the stock And too 
often for the comfort of investors, 
stock exchange regulations are in- 


voked Jess for the protection of the - 


publie than for. the protection of 
exchange members. It was this that 
moved an eminent jurist, after in- 
vestigating the Windfall stock scan- 
dal, to stigmatize the Toronto Stock 
Exchange as a “private. gambling 
club.” { 

While it is obvious that the 
greatest protection for an investor 
is to follow the old rile‘of “investi- 
gate before you irivest,” it is becom~- 
ing increasingly obvious that in Can- 
ada there are still too many loop- 
holes in the laws, and a lack of 
regulation by. both government and 
industry.

But there is 
supposed to be a difficulty in that O 


_ Canada occurs in several versions. This 


4s compounded, according to a fastidious 
official spokesman, by the fact that in 
expression ‘‘we stand on guard for thee’’ 
is repeated five times in two minutes 
“which is a bit much.” 


No Sleepless Nights 


It may be a “bit much” but it is 
scarcely a difficulty which causes many 
Canadians to suffer insomnia. 

This matter could be settled very 
simply, without annoyance to anyone and 
with the least possible public expense, by 
a parliamentary resolution: declaring the 
two anthems official. The words could be 
left to the people of Canada to ¢ettle in 
their own good tirhe. 

The most famous anthem (adapted by 
half a dozen countries) is God Save The 
Queen. No one knows who wrote it but it 
is absolutely certain that the British 
Parliament did not. Various forms of the 
air and words were apparently current 
in the 17th century. Some authorities 
attribute it to Henry Carey in 174, But 
an ‘“‘ayre” of John Bull was apparently 
sung in 1619. There is also a Scottish 
candidate, James Oswald, who lived» in 
London after 1742 and became chamber 
composer to George III. 

Origins 

In some early forms it was probably 
a political chant enlivened with undigni- 
fied, if not scurrilous, words. We know 
that words and music were printed in 
the Gentleman's Magazine for October 
1745, But it is quite certain that the 
words have changed with the years; 
some have been discarded while the 
most popular have. obtained general 
aceeptance (without the help of MPs). 
No Parliament banished the commina- 
tory lines-about the king's enemies and 
their “‘knavish tricks’; the people did it 
so effectively that they are now almost 
fo > 

But if Parliament, which is seldom 
intelligible even in prose, is now to set 
itself up es an arbiter of words and 
music, it will have to deal with both 


anthems. After all, that is its assign- 
ment. How will we know that we are 
getting the authentic version of God Save 
The Queen? Is there an authentic. ver- 
sion; if there is, do we like it? No doubt, 
someone somewhere will take exception 
to the word “victorious” as unsuitable to 
these enlightened times.

Recession Threat 


Most of the economists, with a few 
notable dissenters such as Walter Heller 
and John Kenneth Galbraith, are saying 
. that while taxes should have been raised 
early this year, it is dangerously late in 
the expansion to raise them now. 
According to the Morgan Guaranty 
Survey, the Gross National Product will 
show only a gmail gain in the last 
quarter of 1966, perhaps as little as 2 per 
cent in real terms, Even the second and 
third quarter gains were modest, averag- 
Ing 3 per cent when taken together. 
There is thus a danger that with such 
slow expansion, the growth of demand 
will not keep pace with the growth of 
capacity in the economy. To impose 


higher taxes on an economy which is_ 


slowing down might bring on a recession. 
The economists may well be right. But 
the practical effect of their advice is 
that the war on poverty and urban blight 
must in effect be suspended — unless the 
President has the courage to run big 
budgetary deficits. 


Limits To Sacrifices 


As one who thought lest year that the 
President was deluding himself about 
our ability to fight the two wars, I have 
been asking myself why a country which 
is as rich as the United States today 
should feel itself compelled to economize 


at the expense of its children and ofits 


poor. There exists, I have come to think, 
some kind of rule which in a democratic 
society limits what the voters will stand 
for in the way of sacrifices for the public 
good — the publig good which is not 


immediately, obviously, and directly te 
their own personal advantage. . 
During President Johnson's honey- 
moon period — say up to the spring of 
1965 — a comparatively small war in 
Vietnam and the, small beginnings of the 
war against poverty were paid for easily 
out of the revenues of America’s 
expanding economy. Thus the poor were 
provided with tangible small payments 
on large promissory notes, and this gave 
them hope and patience. At. the same 
time, the well-to-do and the rich never 
had it so good ahd in addition they had a 
fairly substantial hope that they might 
be given another tax cut with still better 
things to come. These were the 
psychological foundations of the Johnson 
consensus, and under it the conflicts 
between labor and capital and between 


_ the races were assuaged and tranqui- 


lized. 

‘The real cost of the escalation of the 
war in Vietnam is not measured in 
dollars-and cents, The real cost, is. that 
the surpluses of an expanding economy 
have been swallowed up and this has 
removed the lubritants and the cushions 
against the conflicts of interests and the 
rivalry of ideologies. We are moving 
more and more into sharp end raw 
confrontations. This is the tragic conse- 
quence of one of the most serious 
miscaioulations in American history.

Target for Committee

OTTAWA — The size, wealth and market 
power of the great food industry corporations 
in Canada have prompted the Senate-Commons 
committee on consumer prices to ask bluntly 
“Is this in the public interest?” 


rhetorical, for the commit- 
tee’s interim report to 
Parliament leaves a strong 
impression that the MPs 
believe the answer is nega- 
tive. 

The report recommends 
a thorough assessment of 
the food industry, to dis- 
close any monopolistic. ten- 
dencies and to determine

tions of capital: automatically impair 
competition,

co-chairmen, suggests the direction in which 
committee sentiment leans. 

“When a company occupies 80 or 90 per 
cent of the market,’ he said, “doesn’t that 
pretty well put it the public utility field?" 


And public utilities;.he added, are generally... 


restricted or restrained in the profits they may 
take. 
* * * 

Corporations are groups of persons who 
have pooled their capital and know-how the 
better to achieve common objectives that are 
usually commercial or industrial. They operate 
under two sets of laws — those made by 
government, and those imposed by the facts of 
economic life, thé most important of which is 
that a company must make profits ors perish. 

«In practice this means producing at as low 
R cost as possible, and selling at as high a 
price as possible. The classical control factor 
is competition : as profits rise, competition 
develops and forces prices and profits down. 


The committee has found, however, that 
some corporate colossi are so strong, because 
of proliferation and diversification and inter- 
corporate relationships, that-they can muster 
enough market power to dominate important 
sectors of the economy. Colossi in nominal! 
competition with one another seem to be 
mutually accommodating on a share-the-pie, 
live-and-let-live basis; while their very.magni- 
tude severely limits the ability, of new 


competitors to develop and survive. Competi- 
tion is no longer an effective instrument of 


control. 
* * * 

This monopoly-like situation is recognized in 
the U.S. as being contrary to the public 
interest, and the Sherman anti-trust law is 
frequently applied by the U.S. Justice 
Department to break up corporate agglomera- 
tions able to assert market domination. There 
is similar legislation in Britain. There is. none 
in Canada. Senator Croll believes there should 
be. Our anti-combines laws, he says, are 25 
years behind the times. 

* * * 


In the U.S. they have a formula for 
calculation of what a fair profit should be. The 
committee is having its experts apply this 
formula to the operation of our huge food 
industry corporations. The results compared 


_with actual profits may be most interesting, @& 


and suggestive of remedial action by govern- 
ment. 

In free. competition two old principles are 
basic. One is the right to charge all the traffic 
will bear. The other is caveat emptor (let the 
buyer beware). But how can the buyer beware, 
or indeed exercise-amy real choice, when some - 
colossus of commerce. is his only source of_ 
supply? 

The committee should have more to say on 
this point in its next Teport. 


Fancy Dressed Harlequin Drake 
Too Shy to Show Off Colors

Among the thousands of birds observed and 
counted this week during the annual census of 
our local avian population none is . more 
colorful “and mysterious 
than the harlequin. This 
jaunty fellow is common 
enough; individuals and 
small flocks may be seen 
anytime during the winter 
along our rocky shore-line, 
particularly where there 
are kelp beds, which are 
their favorite haunt. ~*

The most outstanding feature of the drake 
Is the pattern of contrasting colors suggesting 
th clown yostume of stage and pantomime, 
The backg.6und color is dark mostly a rich 
chestnut brown on the flanks and dark blue on 
the underparts and on the breast, neck and 
head, Superimposed are various patches in a 
distinctive pattern. A broad white mark 
extends upward from in front of each eye 
following the contour of the head and another 
one marks the side of the neck, A round white 
spot bordered in black is behind each eye and 
a dark-edged white collar sets off the base of 
the neck. Other white feathers form epaulets 
an outline the dges of the wings, . @ 

. The female harlequin is drab in comparison 
being mostly brown with whitish underparts 
and with three white marks on the face. She 
hardly merits a second look, which is possible 
the, reason for her low key dress. 

Nevertheless the breeding habits of these 
birds are rather distinctive and not at all well 
known, After a rather prolonged courting 


water 


season on salt water the birds fly inland to 
breeding grounds on rivers and streams of the 
coastal mountains from Alaska ‘to California. 
In secluded areas along relatively fast-flowing 
ways the female nests, but so 
unobtrusive is she in the selection of a site 
that nesting places are seldom found. In fact 
the bird is so secretive at this time that very 
few nests have ever been observed and 
consequently eggs and newly-hatched young of 
this species. are rather rare in_ scientific 
collections. 

The few nests that have been located were 
situated close to a stream at the base of a 
stump or in a tree-hole. Most discoveries, were 
by accident; trying to follow a brooding female 
to the site is next to impossible since it seems 
to be her habit to return only at dusk when she 
is just anotheg, moving shadow. 

Harlequins nest fegularly along the Cowi- 
chan river and probably along most other 
similar streams on Vancouver Island. They 
also breed along the streams bordering the 
Hope-Princeton Highway on the mainland 
where females with young can be seen in late 
summer each season. g 

The males stay but a short time on the 
breeding ground. In fact by the time the ~ 
females begin incubating, the drakes return to 
the sea and here they begin to lose their 
nuptial plumage. Since the moult involves the 
loss of the main wing feathers as well as the 
wedding garb the drakes are flightless during 
this period of several weeks. When disturbed 
by pleasure craft coming close to their kelp- 
bed haven they flop along the surface or dive 
to escape the pursuer. 

For the next few months they too are drab- 
colored like the females but before winter sets 
in they begin to assume theif harlequin coat 
again and early in the new year these exotic- 
looking clowns commence to court once more.

Exhaust Fumes From Autos 
May Be Affecting the Weather 


WASHINGTON — Auto 
mobile exhaust may be chang- 
ing the climate over large 
parts of the United States by 
preventing rain or snow, a 
weather scientist said here. 

Prof. Vincent J. Schaefer, a 
pioneer in cloud seeding ex- 
periments and director of the 
atmospheric sciences research 
centre of the State University 
of New York, Albany,  re- 
ported on his findings in the 
current issue of Science, the 
magazine of the American 
Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science. He expanded 
on their implications in an 
interview. 

As .Schaefer explained tt, 
the question is whether lead 
particles in automobile 
exhaust act to form large 
numbers. of ice crystals in 
clouds. The effect of too many 
ice . crystals is to 


precipitation, he ‘said. 

If exhaust does in fact 
affect the weather, Schaefer 
added, it would be still 
another reason to look into 
other methods of powering 
cars. 


Scientists’ in other fields 
have said the lead in auto 
exhaust may be hazardous to 
health. 

Essentially, Schaefer estab- 
lished in experiments that 
three conditions could com- 
bine to produce unusually 
large numbers of ice crystals. 

One is associated with auto- 
mobile exhausts; another is a 
common weather phenomenon 
in winter. The third factor, 


_the presence of free iodine in 


the air, is less well understood 
and requires further research, 
he said. 

Schaefer explained that 
gasoline containing tetraethyl 
lead, the common antiknock 
compound, produce tiny par- 
ticles of lead oxide as they 
burn. Fairly high concentra- 
tions of these lead -porticles 
form wherever there is auto- 
mobile-poliuted air, he said. 

The second factor involved 
in the experiment was super- 
cooling. Water droplets in 
clouds generally stay liquid 
down to about 10 degrees 
below zero Fahrenheit — 42 
degrees below the ordinary 
freezing point. Such super- 
cooled clouds are common in 
winter. 

e 


Schaefer found in his tests 
that the combination of lead 
particles and _ superecoled 
clouds forms only a small 
number of ice crystals. But 
when a third ingredient — 
iodine vapor — is introduced, 
crystals form at a warmer 
temperature than they would 
in nature. And more of them 
are produced up-to 50,000 
per litre of air. 

When crystals are too con-

Since the process Schaefer 
produced. in the laboratory 
depended on iodine, the 
answer to that depends on 
how much free iodine is 
present in the atmosphere. 

That, Schaefer said, he 
doesn't know and would like 
to find out. Some recent 
samplings from airplanes in- 
dicate there isn’t much free 
iodine in the air generally. 

Such processes as the burn- 
ing of coal, oil or natural gas 


put iodine into the air in their 
immediate localities .So do 


nuclear reactors, for that 
matter. 
“Tm not saying it is a 


proven fact that lead particles 
pollute-.the atmosphere,” 
Schaefer said, “but more 
experiments should -be per- 
formed to see if they do affect 
the weather. 3 

“Once you know what your 
problem is, then you pay 
more attention to it and find 
out what to do about it.’’ 

In any case, Schaefer 
pointed out, his experiments 
provided a way to measure 
exhaust pollution. The number 
of crystals: formed by intro- 
ducing iodine vapor into air 
that is artificially supercooled 
provides an index to the 
number of lead particles in

By Uncertainty

Canadian stock markets 
are: riding a wave of uncer- 
tainty into the new year. 

A flock of ifs has the inves- 
tor in a quandary. He's 
waiting to see whether tight 
money will continue. He wants 
to know whether the economy 
will continue buoyant.

COULD RALLY 

David Bryson, an analyst 
with J. H. Crang, a Toronto 
brokerage house, says:

It is typical of McNab that when he left Vancouver his final 
sermon was not an indictment of the, Vancouver mismanage- 
ment but of his hope that he could contribute something worth- 
while to San Diego, the new boy in the Western League. 

Ron Oakes, the radio voice of the Gulls, this week offered 
a testimonial to McNab. 

“The perfect man for the job," Oakes said. “He gets along 
well with the players, with management, with media, with the 
public." 

McNab may lack the garrulousness of Oakland’s Rudy 
Pilous, the bold confidence of Portland’s Hal Laycoe, the 
supreme intensity of Vancouver's Bert Olmstead: 

“There may be other coaches,”’ Oakes concedes, “who have 
stronger individual characteristics. But Max is the No, 1 all- 
round leader.”

In Breitbard Max has an owner-president who is respected 
and dedicated.

A measure of Breitbard’s popularity is the reception he 
received the night the Gulls opened the $6.5 million rink he 
built. 

Says Oakes: ‘You come to expect that a player or a coach 
will get the biggest hand, _ :

Despite a policy of 
“no paper” (free tickets, madam) the Gulls pulled in 11,600 
first nighters.

The man who's taking the cocka-doodle-do out of the 
rooster hopes to replace it with an egg—and thereby benefit 
the productive society. 

Dr. Edward F. Godfrey, associate professor of poultry 
“science at the University of Maryland, in College Park, has 
“been trying for 15 years to overcome the ecenomic problem 
-of the useless rooster—the featherbedding rooster, as it were. 

Godfrey already has produced a rooster that looks like 

_ g hen. But it cannot function as a female yet; it can’t lay eggs.

*. Godfrey explained the other day that normally about 40 
“males and 40 females are hatched from 100 eggs. But only 
tight males are néeded as breeding stock, and the other 
roosters in egg-production greeds are an economic burden 
to the farmer. 


A cockerel—as an egg-producing rooster is known—v?rows 
too slowly to be used for broiling, which means he is worth 
only 1 cent as a chick, compared to a day-old broiler’s 
price tag of 42 cents. 


To bring about the sex transformation, Godfrey injects 
“€ggs with. synthetic female hormones in the early days of 
-incubation when the embryos are sexually indifferent. 


: method has induced oviducts, or egg-forming organs, 
in male.chicks. The technique now works nearly 100 per cent 
of the time. 


About half of the roosters also ‘have developed morpho- 
logical ovaries, which, in females, produce the yolk of an egg.

OTTAWA (CP) — Intelligence 
reports indicate Russia has in- 
stalled many new long-range 
missiles in the last year, nearly 
ali of them pointed at Commu- 
nist China, informed sources 
said today. 

The sources said the Soviet 
Union is apparently more wor- 
ried than the U.S. about the pos- 
sibility of China’s early capa- 
bility to deliver nuclear weap- 
ons. r 

China ‘set off a fifth nuclear 
device Wednesday with ‘a re- 
ported power of 300 kilotons—15 
times the strength of the bomb 
which devastated Hiroshima in 
1945. 

There have been suggestions 
here that_Canada might event- 
ually have to join the U.S. in 
construction of an anti-missile 
system designed to intercept 
rockets fired from China rather 


than Russia. Until recently, this 
possibility had been judged to 
be at least eight years away. 

Prime Minister Pearson sug- 
gested last June that the U.S. 
and Russia reach, a. mutual 
agreement to refrain from 
building anti - missile systems 
designed: to shoot down each 
other’s intercontinental rockets. 

He said construction. of such 
systems would accelerate the 
arms race again without any 
increase in national security in 
either country or in interna- 
tional stability. 

One of Canada’s stated rea- 
sons for trying to gain Red 
China's entry into the.

OTTAWA (CP)—A one-year extension of the 4 


federal trusteeship over maritime unions in Canada was 
announced today by Labor Minister Nicholson. 


The controversial trusteeship, 
imposed in October of 1963, had 
been due to expire at midnight 
Saturday. But the cabinet at a 
meeting this morning approved 
Mr. Nicholson’s request to or- 
der an extension until Dec. 31, 
1967. 

One of the five unions, under} 
trusteeship is the Seafarers’ In- 
ternational Union of Canada,} 
blamed in a 1962 federal inquiry 
report for inciting -labor vio- 
lence on the Great Lakes. 

Mr. ‘Nicholson ,announced the 
extension order at a press con- 
ference. 

He said in. reply to a qué- 
tion that the three-man board 
of trustees had made no recom- 
mendation to the government 
on the extension. They had only 
supplied him with a report “‘set- 
ting out the facts.'” 

Last spring the trustees in 
their annual report suggested 
that most of the aims of the 
trusteeship had been accom- 


plished and expressed a hope it 
could be ended on the original 
expiry date. 

SOME UNFINISHED 

However, Mr. Nicholson said 
some of the matters being dealt 
with by the trustees still were 
unfinished. 

He listed these as joint co- 
operation by the five unions; 
closer co-operation between em- 
ployer organizations; stabiliza- 
tion of manpower in the ship- 
ping industry and labor-industry 
talks on the manning of vessels. 

The minister said he hoped 
the present trustees would—re- 
main on the job but had not yet 
asked them. They are Judge 
Rene Lippe, a Montreal judge 
who is chairman; Charles Mil- 
lard of :Toronto, ‘retired Cana- 
dian director of the United 
Steelworkers of America, and 
Joseph MacKenzie of Ottawa, 
director of organization for the 
Canadian Labor Congress.
